This  Report  is  written  in  accordance  with  the  Circular 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  is  a  Survey  Report. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Woodbridge  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  73,327 
acres. 

The  population  (Census  1921)  was  16,046. 

There  are  3,690  inhabited  houses,  and  the  number  of  families 
or  separate  occupiers  is  3,695. 

The  Rateable  value  is  £gg,2^2,  and  the  sum  represented  by 
a  penny  rate,  ^*300. 

The  social  conditions  are  agricultural  and  residential.  There 
are  no  factories. 

The  amount  of  Poor  Law  relief  given  in  the  Woodbridge 
Rural  District  during  the  year  was  ^1902  19s.  yd. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  sickness  or  invalidity  which 
have  been  specially  noteworthy  in  the  area  during  the  period 
under  review,  nor  any  conditions  of  occupation  or  environment 
which  appear  to  have  had  a  prejudicial  effect  on  health. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL 
CHARACTER  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  District  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  Plomesgate 
Rural  District ;  on  the  West  by  the  Bosmere  and  Claydon 
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Rural  District,  Ipswich  Urban  District  and  the  River  Orwell  ; 
and  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Deben  by  the  Felixstowe  and 
Walton  Urban  District  ;  and  on  the  East  by  the  Plomesgate 
Rural  District  and  the  North  Sea.  In  the  centre  of  the  District 
is  Woodbridge  Urban  District. 

The  physical  feature  of  the  country  is  that  of  a  gently 
undulating  plain,  the  Districts  of  Dealings  and  Playford  being 
well  wooded  and  watered  by  streams.  The  character  of  the 
soil  varies  in  different  parts  of  the  District,  near  the  sea, 
Bawdsey,  iMderton,  Sutton,  and  surrounding  Woodbridge  the 
soil  is  light  and  sandy,  but  in  other  parts  of  the  District  the 
soil  is  of  a  mixed  character  or  of  a  heavy  clay  nature  ;  these 
physical  features  therefore  greatly  influence  the  surface  water 
supply,  on  which  the  inhabitants  have  to  depend. 

The  District  is  a  dry  one,  the  average  rainfall  being  23 
inches  per  annum.  The  prevailing  winds  are  North-Easterly 
and  Easterly,  so  that  the  soil  is  very  quickly  dried  even  after 
a  heavy  rain.  There  are  two  large  Institutions  in  the  District, 
the  Suffolk  District  Asylum  and  the  Hollesley  Hay  Labour 
Colony.

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The  number  of  women  dying  in,  or  in  consequence  of, 
child-birth,  none.  Congenital  and  Malformation,  and  Premature 
Birth  is  seven — 4  males  and  3  females.

GENEFiAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

There  are  no  Hospitals  provided  or  subsidized  by  the  Local 
Authority  or  County  Council, 
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The  East  Suffolk  and  Ipswich  Hospital  takes  medical  and 
surgical  cases  which  cannot  be  treated  in  their  homes. 

The  Seckford  Dispensary  provides  treatment  for  the  poorer 
inhabitants  of  WTodbridge,  and  the  contiguous  parishes,  who 
are  unable  to  pay  for  medical  attendance  and  are  not  in  receipt 
of  parochial  relief. 

The  Guardians  pay  to  the  East  Suffolk  and  Ipswich  Hospital 
30  guineas  a  year  for  cases  in  the  area  that  require  Hospital 
treatment. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  is  no  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  in  the  area, 
consequently  when  an  infectious  disease  occurs  which  cannot 
be  isolated  in  the  dwelling  in  which  it  originates  the  Council 
has  arranged  for  such  case  to  be  admitted  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  at  Ipswich.  As  a  rule  the  ordinary  infectious 
cases  start  with  school  children,  and  before  notification  begins 
many  children  are  ill  and  there  are  too  many  to  send  away  for 
Hospital  treatment.  This  difficulty  arises  often.  The  parents 
cannot  be  expected  to  recognize  any  disease,  they  are  anxious 
to  send  the  sick  child  to  school,  with  the  result  that  many 
children  are  infected.  Infectious  cases  are  removed  by  the 
ambulance  provided  by  the  County  Council,  the  Rural  District 
Council  paying  the  expenses.  All  dwellings  in  which  infections 
diseases  have  occurred  are  disinfected  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Schick  &  Dick  tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever 
respectively,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  have  not 
been  used  in  my  area,  and  are  so  far  unreliable  and  unsafe  to 
be  used  in  the  country.  No  special  action  has  been  taken  in 
the  area  in  regard  to  Influenza. 

There  are  no  facilities  available  in  the  area  for  the  cleansing 
and  disinfection  of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings. 

There  are  no  clinics  or  treatment  centres  in  the  area.

Scarlet  Fever  prevailed  in  two  widely  separate  districts,  in 
Grundisburgh  and  adjoining  hamlet,  and  at  Hollesley,  12  miles 
distant. 

A  case  of  Paratyphoid  occurred  at  Burgh,  at  a  farm-house. 
The  excreta  were  examined  by  the  County  Bacteriologist.  The 
second  was  Typhoid.  The  patient  had  been  staying  in  London 
and  had  visited  Wembley  on  more  than  one  occasion.  On 
returning  home  she  developed  symptoms  of  Typhoid,  and  after 
the  examination  of  foeces  and  blood  by  the  County  Bacteriologist 
it  was  proved  to  be  Typhoid.  I  visited  the  house  with  my 
Inspector  ;  we  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  drains, 
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which  were  perfect.  The  water  from  the  well  was  also 
examined  by  the  County  Bacteriologist,  and  pronounced  free 
from  any  contamination  and  to  be  a  pure  supply.  After 
convalescence  the  excreta  were  twice  examined,  with  negative 
results.  No  fresh  case  occurred. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  part-time  officer.  The 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  F.  Motum,  R.S.I.,  London  Certificate, 
is  a  whole-time  officer.  Their  salary  contribution  is  made 
under  the  Public  Health  i\ct,  half  the  salary  is  paid  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  half  by  the  Council  ;  neither  officer  has 
any  assistant.  Health  visitors  are  supplied  by  the  County 
Council. 

Midwives  practise  in  the  villages  of  Alderton,  Melton, 
Trimley,  and  Ufford.  These  do  not  receive  any  subsidy  from 
the  Rural  Council. 

LABORATORY  WORK. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  work  is  undertaken  by  the 
County  Bacteriological  Laboratory  at  Ipswich,  and  full 
advantage  has  been  taken  by  practitioners  in  the  district  of  the 
facilities  offered,  which  have  proved  to  be  of  the  greatest 
possible  value. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  issued  to  necessitous  cases,  and  is 
freely  used  by  practitioners  in  the  area. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

I  propose  to  deal,  under  this  heading,  with  the  larger  villages 
in  the  district,  and  then  consider  the  country  area,  with  its 
scattered  habitations,  in  a  general  way.  The  larger  villages 
are  Trimley,  Melton,  and  Grundisburgh. 

Trimley  is  a  suburb  of  Felixstowe  between  it  and  Ipswich. 
It  consists  of  two  parishes,  of  an  older  and  a  more  recently 
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built  village ;  the  level  of  the  ground  is  very  flat,  and  water  is 
easily  reached  from  the  surface.  The  greater  portion  of  the 
village  abuts  on  the  main  road  between  Ipswich  and  Felixstowe. 
The  older  portion  of  the  village  is  supplied  by  surface  wells,  the 
more  recently  built  houses  on  the  main  road  are  supplied  by 
the  Felixstowe  Water  Works. 

The  drainage  is  by  dead  wells,  the  contents  of  which  are 
carted  away  to  allotments  outside  the  village  by  private 
contract. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  Trimley  drainage  should  be 
connected  with  the  Walton  and  Felixstowe  sewerage  system, 
which  is  now  installed  to  the  boundary  of  the  parish,  but  the 
Felixstowe  Authority  has  not  agreed  to  this  proposal. 

The  Council  has  been  approached  regarding  the  collecting  of 
house  refuse,  but  the  Parish  Council  did  not  approve.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  if  this  could  have  been  arranged  and  the  refuse 
incinerated  it  would  have  proved  beneficial. 

Grundisburgh. — The  water  supply  is  derived  from  surface 
wells,  and  the  source  of  such  supply  is  always  considered 
unsafe.  Through  the  village  runs  the  river  Finn,  which  arises 
in  Grundisburgh  ;  it  is  polluted  by  drainage  from  the  road,  and 
also  from  some  of  the  cottages,  and,  in  addition,  in  wet  weather 
is  flooded.  The  drainage  and  sewage  is  cleared  away  by  the 
farmers,  the  contents  of  privy  middens,  and  other  refuse 
are  also  utilized  on  their  farms  or  disposed  of  in  the  cottage 
gardens. 


Melton. — The  village  of  Melton  gets  its  water  supply  chiefly 
from  surface  wells,  but  many  of  the  houses  have  the  water  laid 
on  from  the  Woodbridge  District  Water  Works,  the  supply 
from  which  is  constant,  and  the  purity  of  the  water  excellent. 
With  reference  to  the  disposal  of  refuse  matter  from  middens 
and  earth  closets,  Melton  has  a  sanitary  cart  and  a  regular 
system  of  scavenging.  From  time  to  time  the  sewerage  of 
Melton  has  been  brought  before  the  Rural  District  Council, 
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and  also  the  Parish  Council,  but  owing  to  the  great  cost  of  such 
procedure  the  village  being  on  a  level  with  the  tidal  river 
Deben  the  project  has  not  advanced.  In  my  Annual  Reports 
of  1920  and  1923  I  fully  described  the  situation.  The  Suffolk 
District  Asylum  has  the  Stoddart  system,  the  effluent  being 
carried  by  means  of  pipes  into  the  river  Deben.  The  Asylum 
has  water  works  of  its  own. 

The  population  of  Melton  is  about  2,073  1  3irea  in  acres 
1,417  ;  and  a  penny  rate,  ;^46. 

The  Martlesham  Aerodrome  receives  the  water  supply  from 
the  F'elixstowe  and  Walton  Water  Works,  and  also  has  an 
>  excellent  sewerage  system. 

The  remaining  country  area,  with  its  villages  and  scattered 
habitations,  get  their  water  supply  from  surface  wells  or  ponds. 

The  houses  erected  by  the  Council  and  those  erected  in 
accordance  with  the  Bye-Laws  get  water  supply  from  wells. 

Any  system  of  sewerage  is  practically  impossible, consequently 
privy  middens  or  earth  closets  are  the  only  alternative ;  no 
system  of  scavenging  is  carried  out,  such  work  is  attended  to  by 
the  occupiers.  All  refuse  matter  is  buried  in  the  cottage 
gardens. 

The  number  of  closets  on  the  conservancy  system  remaining 
in  the  area  is  996.  The  number  of  pail  closets  is  1,335. 

DAIRIES,  COW-SHEDS,  AND  MILK-SHOPS  ORDER. 

The  Model  Bye-Laws  of  the  Dairy,  Cow-sheds,  and  Milk- 
shops  Order  have  been  adopted  for  several  years.  The  Licensed 
Cow-sheds  have  been  visited  and  inspected  on  240  occasions. 
The  cows  have  been  found  to  be  well  kept  in  a  healthy  and 
satisfactory  condition,  the  milk  of  good  quality  and  clean, 
being  dealt  with  according  to  the  Bye-Laws.  The  cows  are 
out  to  grass  night  and  day,  and  are  only  partly  housed  in 
Winter  months  :  1,637  cows  are  kept  in  the  area  ;  a  clean  and 
wholesome  supply  of  milk  is  produced.  No  milk  is  certified,  or 
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graded,  or  Pasteurised,  nor  has  it  been  necessary  to  take  any 
action  in  respect  of  Tuberculous  milk,  or  cows. 

There  are  97  registered,  and  25  unregistered,  cow-keepers  in 
the  area.  Samples  of  milk  are  taken  periodically  by  the  County 
Police. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  following  Acts  have  been  adopted  : — 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  1889,  was  adopted  by 
the  Council  on  4th  January,  1884. 

Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  1890,  was  adopted  by 
the  Council  on  20th  March,  1902. 

Regulations  with  respect  to  Dairies,  Cow-sheds,  and  Milk- 
shops  were  adopted  by  the  Council  on  20th  September,  1906. 

Regulations  with  respect  to  New  Buildings  for  Trimlcy  St. 
Martin  and  Trimley  St.  Mary  were  adopted  by  the  Council  on 
2ist  August,  1902,  and  Building  Laws  to  apply  to  the  whole 
district  in  August,  1925. 

Regulations  with  respect  to  New  Buildings  at  Melton  were 
adopted  on  loth  August,  1925. 

Kesgrave  Heath. — -During  the  last  three  years  44  bungalows 
have  been  built  on  the  heath  ;  21  on  the  Ipswich  main  road,  26 
on  the  Foxhall  Road,  and  six  in  the  Humber  Doucey  Lane. 
All  of  these  are  in  the  parishes  of  Rushmere  and  Kesgrave. 
Each  bungalow  is  built  on  a  quarter-acre  lot,  with  concrete 
blocks.  The  water  supply  is  from  wells  from  45  to  55  feet 
deep,  sunk  in  the  crag  ;  each  well  supplies  on  the  average  four 
bungalows,  and  is  60  feet  away  from  the  dead  well.  Building 
Laws  were  only  granted  the  Council  in  August,  1925,  and  now 
apply  to  the  w'hole  area.  The  buildings  on  the  Foxhall  Road 
and  Humber  Doucey  Lane  get  their  drinking  water  from  the 
Ipswich  Water  Works.  All  the  dead  wells  are  cemented. 

With  regard  to  a  system  of  sewerage  for  this  Kesgrave  Heath 
I  do  not  think  such  a  procedure  possible  in  consequence  of  the 
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very  flat  nature  of  the  ground.  The  removal  of  all  refuse 
matter  must  be  arranged  for  as  in  other  parts  of  the  rural  area. 

The  great  risk  is  the  contamination  of  the  wells  supplying 
the  drinking  water  from  the  cracking  of  the  cemented  dead 
wells,  and  consequent  percolation,  and  resultory  fouling  of 
drinking  water. 

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  REGULATIONS. 

With  regard  to  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  of 
1924  the  Rural  District  Council  on  the  25th  June,  1925, 
appointed  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  F.  Motum,  R.S.I., 
London  Certificate,  as  the  officer  to  inspect  the  carcases,  be 
present  at  the  slaughtering,  and  generally  to  carry  out  the 
regulations.  On  the  25th  June  the  Council  resolved  to  adopt 
Bye-Laws  framed  upon  the  model  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  with  the  reservation  that  the  clause  requiring  the  use 
of  the  humane  killer  should  be  so  amended  as  not  to  require  the 
use  of  such  an  instrument  iu'the  slaughter  of  sheep  and  pigs. 

The  slaughter-houses  have  been  visited  on  41  occasions  at 
the  time  of  the  killing  of  animals.  The  days  and  hours  of 
killing  are  reported  by  the  butchers  to  the  Inspector ;  no 
diseased  carcases  have  been  seen,  and  all  meat  offered  for  sale 
has  been  of  excellent  quality.  Where  the  working  classes  have 
had  a  pig  to  kill  due  notice  has  also  been  sent  to  the  Inspector. 
All  these  slaughter-houses  have  concrete  floors  and  good  water 
supply,  and  are  clean. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

There  are  45  Workshops,  one  Steam  Laundry,  and  four  Bake 
Offices  ;  they  have  all  been  duly  inspected.  No  defects  have 
been  found. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

It  has  not  been  considered  necessary  to  take  steps  with 
regard  to  the  formation  of  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
centre.  ^Assistance  with  regard  to  these  matters  has  always 
been  available  at  the  Seckford  Dispensary.
